|ed among the Indians and of the

The present church building, in 
a slmdy grove on the outskirts of 
the old town, was erected in 1872 
It is still in excellent condition 
and used regularly f >r services. 
It was a red-letter day for T ex­ 
as Baptists when Sam Houston 
gave up the Catholic faith to be­ 
come a Protestant. He Tiad joined 
the Catholic church at 
Nacog­ 
doches a few years before, when 
Catholism was the predominant | 
religion of Texas. 
Dr, Rufus C. Burleson, who be­ 
came president of old Baylor Uni - i 
versity in 1851. was credited with 
having 
converted 
Houston 
fo 
Protestantism. Though the Gen­ 
eral was the public idol of the 
day. 
he 
hau been regarded 
as 
notoriously negligent of his sp irit-! 
ual welfare and lus decision was 
| hailed with delight by Baptists 
throughout the Southwest

Dr. Burleson and other church 
¡leaders made elaborate prepara­ 
tions for the baptismal rites. A 
special pit wa> dug for the oc­ 
casion .n the bed of a creek a few 
bundled 
feet 
from the church.; 
But the original plan to immers •, 
the illustrious convert in this pit 
never was carried out The night 
before ‘he scheduled baptism 
a 
group of college boys on a prank 
filled the pit with tree branches 
and rubbish and it was necessary 
to stage the ceremony elsewhere |

! The community had

ture. In fact one of the proposed 
colony sites was in Washington 
, County. The old home of J. P 
Coles, said to have been erected 
in 1824 and still standing, is one 
of the oldest structures in Texas.

was established at San Felipe Al­ 
ter the first few homes were built 
the place was given the name of 
Coles’ Settlement with the found­ 
er serving as the town Alcalde— 
ал office corresponding to Mayor.

W ashington-on-the- 
Brazos ten miles to the east, Coles 
Settlement 
commemorated

Independence. 
In time Independence became 
one of the important centers of 
Texas. Here was founded the first 
Protestant denominational school 
in Texas—Baylor University. The 
charter was 
granted in 
1845. 
Then, following a year of organi­ 
zation work, a preparatory school 
was started. In 1847 the univei 
sit у proper opened its doors. Thu s 
Independence 
boasted two 
out 
standing educational institutions 
-Baylor University and Baylor 
Female College. 
Baylor 
University 
was 
sorely 
hurt by the Civil War and by 
frequent changes in officials, in 
terdenominational strife too, had 
a demoralizing effect and in 1885 
the university was merged with 
Waco University under the name 
of B ajlor University and moved 
to Waco. Then the female college 
was moved 
to Belton and 
the 
name later changed to Mary Har­ 
din-Bay lor College.
